DR.  W.  D.  WFATHFRFOR 

MAKES  VISIT  TO  AUBURN 

Auburn  had  the  privilege  of  having 
a  visit  from  Dr.  W.  D.  \\  eathert'ord. 
International  Secretary  of  the  Young 
Men  s  Christian  Association  for  the 
South,  March  26-30.  Dr.  Weather- 
ford  is  a  native  of  Texas,  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  that  State,  and 
has  taken  his  Ph.  D.  degree  at  Yander- 
bilt  University.  For  the  past  twelve 
years  he  has  been  International  Secre- 
tary for  the  South. 

His  experience,  gained  in  serving 
in  this  capacity,  has  acquainted  him 
thoroughly  with  every  phase  of  college 
and  university  life.  Under  his  super- 
vision the  student  associations  have 
made  marked  progress  in  every  phase 
of  association  activity,  and  there  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  material 
e.j  uipment. 

The  object  of  Dr.  Weathertord's 
visit  to  Auburn  was  to  give  a  series  of 
add  resseson  moral  and  religious  ques- 
tions affecting  student  life. 

His  first  address  was  given  on  Wed- 
nesday morning  at  the  chapel  hour, 
l'he  subject  was:  'Traditionalist  ver- 
sus the  Non-Conformist."  In  this 
address,  Dr.  Weatherford  pointed  out 
that  one  of  the  greatest  needs  in  col- 
lege life  today  is  for  men  with  the 
pioneer  spirit  in  the  moral  realm,  who 
are  not  content  with  conditions  as 
they  are  because  they  have  always 
baen  so;  men  with  the  same  spirit  in 
moral  life  that  Edison  has  in  the  sci- 
entific world,  and  with  the  spirit  that 
impelled  Christopher  Columbus  to 
cross  the  Atlantic 

The  address  Wednesday  night  was 
on  "The  Power  of  A  Clean  Life."

Weatherford  gave  as  an  example  of 
the  power  a  man  with  a  clean  record 
has,  Mr.  Joseph  Folk,  of  Missouri, 
and  how  he  was  able  to  purify  the 
political  life  of  the  state. 

1  he  third  address  was  given  at  the 
fifth  hour  Thursday,  the  subject  being 
Positive  Living."  This  address  was 
call  not  only  to  keep  out  of  the 
darkness  of  sin,  but  to  choose  definite- 
ly to  live  in  the  sunlight  of  righteous- 
ness, to  keep  out  of  the  "shady  zone," 
the  "border  land,"  to  avoid  the  things 
that  are  questionable  and  to  choose 
the  life  that  is  positive  and  good. 

The  fourth  address,  given  Thurs- 
day night,  was  on  "  l'he  Freedom  of 
Manhood."  This  address  dealt  with 
sin;  how  it  deceives  men,  enslaves 
men,  and  wrecks  men's  lives,  and  of 
the  Christan  life— the  life  of  freedom. 

On  r  riday  morning  a  special  meet- 
ing of  fraternity  men  was  held,  and 
an  address  dealing  with  the  problems 
peculiar  to  fraternity  life  given.  This 
address  was  well  attended,  and  was- 
appreciated  by  the  fraternity  men. 

Friday  night,  Dr.  Weatherford 
spoke  on  the  subject:  "A  Man  a  Bul- 
wark in  Moral  Conflict."  Using  as 
an  illustration  the  courage  of  the 
prophet  Isaiah,  when  the  city  of 
Jerusalem  was  besieged,  he  said  that 
what  is  needed  in  our  college  life  are 
men  with  moral  courage,  backbone 
and  grit  to  stand  for  honesty,  purity 
and  truth  in  the  face  of  fierce  oppo 
sition,  and  thus  to  become  leaders 
around  which  others  may  rally,  bul- 
warks in  moral  conflict.

If 
we  expect  to  have  any  team  wor- 
thy ol  the  name  it  is  high  time 
that  tlie  men  get  organized  and 
start  practice.  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
other  Southern  colleges  have  had 
their  squads  organized  for  at 
least  two  weeks  and  have  been 
getting  in  some  good  practice. 
At  Tech,  for  instance,  the  track 
coach  arrived  over  two  weeks 
ago  and  has  had  his  squad  work- 
ing hard  ever  since.  They  have  a 
large  number    of  men    out  and 


will  bring  an  A.-No.  1  team  to 
Auburn  on  the  First  of  May. 
Last  May  Day  they  heat  our 
team.  This  year  they  will  host 
us  worse  than  ever  unless  some 
gOOd  material  turns  out  and 
that  in  a  hurry. 

A  man  can't  put  on  a  track- 
suit  and  make  a  creditable  show- 
ing in  a  meet  simply  because  he 
is  a  good  man.  lie  must  be  train- 
ed and  in  good  condition  il  he 
expects  to  do  anything.  And  a 
little  over  three  weeks  is  a  migh- 
ty short  time  in  which  to  get  in 
good  condition. 

So  it  is  necessary  that  all  men 
who  have  ever  had  any  expe- 
rience in  track  work  or  who  have 
any  capacity  along  that  line  get 
busy  and  get  in  condition. 

Another  thing  that  is  of  im- 
portance is  our  quarter  mile 
track.  It  is  in  miserable  condition, 
in  fact  it  has  ceased  to  be  a  track- 
in  any  other  respect  than  that  it 
has  a  definite  length.  Let  the  men 
interested  in  track  work  get  to- 
gether and  organize  and  see  the 
Athletic  Committee  of  the  facul- 
ty and  have  this  track  put  in 
shape  immediately.  It  is  a  shame 
to  so  neglect  this  important 
branch  of  college  athletics.

the  last  of  the  series,  especially  for 
students.  The  title  of  this  address 
was:  "Christ  Our  Source  of  Power." 
This  address  dealt  with  the  battle 
with  temptation,  which  every  man  is 
fighting,  why  some  men  are  losing, 
and  the  need  that  every  man  has  for 
the  power  which  comes  from  Jesus 
Christ  to  enable  him  to  win  out  in 
the  fight  for  character.  At  the  close 
of  this  address,  a  number  of  men 
made  definite  decisions  for  the  Chris- 
tian life. 

This  series  of  addresses  was  of  im- 
mense value  to  every  Auburn  man 
that  heard  them,  and  an  inspiration 
to  stand  for  higher  ideals  of  honesty 
and  purity  in  college  life.  Every  ad- 
dress was  interesting,  convincing, 
forceful  and  full  of  apt  illustrations 
from  athletic  and  other  phases  of 
colltge  life.  We  cannot  but  feel  that 
the  results  of  Dr.  Weatherford's  visit 
are  both  deep  and  lasting,  and  we 
hope  that  it  will  be  our  good  fortune 
to  have  him  with  us  again  next  year.
